Imagine this: 30 fourth- through 
sixth-grade students staying after 
school voluntarily. Even more 
amazing is that these students are 
staying after school not to play, but 
to learn. 

The children are learning sign 
language in one of a series of cultural 
arts programs organized by Alice 
Naugle, cultural activities 
chairwoman for the Magnolia School 
PTA. 


This class is the first of two on 
sign language. A week later the 
students will be back for their second 
workshop. The day before the first 
through third graders had a chance to 
learn the language too. 

Naugle purposely keeps the 
lessons on each topic brief so the 
children can be exposed to as many 
activities as possible. She 
encourages them to continue on their 
own with the activities that grab their 


interest. Other workshops have 
centered on chess and creative 
writing. 

Janis Zuber is teaching this 
particular program. A former 
Magnolia student herself, Zuber 
received a bachelors’ degree in 
speech pathology from Cal State 
Fullerton about two years ago. 

She has kept up with sign 
language and has even taught her 1- 
year-old daughter a few of the signs, 











but the youngsters still kept her on 
her toes with questions during the 
session. 

She was bombarded with questions 
like: What if you’re left-handed; How 
do they know when you’ve stopped; 
and How do you abbreviate words? 

While Zuber knew most of the | 
answers, she had to scurry back to 
her old textbook for a few of them. 

“It’s like a foreign language, if you 
don’t practice it daily, you lose it,” 
she explained. 

The students learned the alphabet 
and how to say phrases like “‘I love 
you” and “Happy Thanksgiving.” 
They also learned to sing “Happy 
Birthday to You” and ‘Ten Little 
Indians” silently, using only their 
hands. 

While there is a sign for each 


letter, the language has signs for 


many items for faster and easier 
communication. For instance, if a 
student claps his hands twice, he has 
just signed “school.” “‘l love you” 
can be said by spelling it out, by 
signing each word or simply by 
holding up the hand with the thumb 
and two middle fingers down and the 
index and pinkie held high. 

“It’s something that needs to be 
exposed. | think it’s something 
everyone should have basic 
knowledge of,” Zuber said. 

Some of the students are taking 
the lessons to heart. At least one girl 
wrote down each of the signs. The 
others were memorizing at least 
some of the letters. Why? These 
volunteer students had an 
assignment. By the next week they 
were to say their own names in sign 
language. 0

Upland citizens group seeks

to ‘put lid on pornography’

A newly formed citizens group 
hopes to make its motto a reality 
and ‘“‘put a lid on pornography”’ 
in Upland. 

The first target of 
Communities Against 
Pornography is an adults-only 
video store on Foothill 
Boulevard. 

Made up of neighboring 
business owners and 
employees, CAP hopes to kick 
T&A Video out of town. 

“If we’re successful with this 
one, then we’ll go after the ones 
in the county area,” said Bob 
Hockett, owner of the building 
next to the adult business at 
2121 Foothill Bivd. 


Hockett and 10 other group 
members held their second 
committee meeting last week to 
organize their efforts against the 
adult entertainment industry. 

“We're like David fighting 
Goliath,” said Billie Schwarz, 
who fought for the Clean 
Initiative — a statewide effort 
against pornography in 1966. The 
initiative carried in Schwarz’ 
hometown of Pomona, but 
ultimately failed. Now an Upland 
resident, Schwarz wants to 
continue the battle. 

“’m sorry that !’m not 
independently wealthy to go 
after these rascals,’’ she told the 
others, adding “‘We’re going to 
have to make a commitment. 
They’re backed by money. 


They’re doing it for profit, while 
we're fighting for convictions.” 
The group, which is seeking 
support from area churches and 
service organizations, is 
frustrated by the lack of action 
on the city’s part, according to 
secretary Tina Heber. Eventually 
they hope to work with the city. 
City Attorney Don Maroney 
has asked the district attorney’s 
office to prosecute the store 
because it has failed to get a 
Sign and conditional use permit,

Bob Lober, a Chaffey College astronomer, is among those who 
think Halley’s Comet should be named after the East German 
farmer who first reported seeing it after its return was predicted by 
British astronomer Edmund Halley.

The return of Halley’s Comet, 
the cosmic dust rag that makes 
its way around this part of the 
solar system about once every 
76 years, has Sparked a 
controversy in the scientific 
community over who the comet 
should be named after. 

“The Griffith Observer,” a 
magazine published by the 
Griffith Observatory in Los 
Angeles, has a cover story this 
month about the controversy 
over the comet’s discovery. 

And Chaffey College 
astronomy teacher, Bob Lober, 
said the comet is probably 
named after the wrong person. 
Instead of Edmund Halley, the 
17th century British astronomer 
who is recognized as the first 
person to track the path of the 
comet and predict its return, 
Lober said the comet should be 
named after an East German 
amateur astronomer and farmer, 
Johann Palitzsch, who allegedly 
first saw the comet’s return after 
it was predicted by Halley, “but 
didn’t have enough clout to get 
his name attached to it.” 

An astronomer at the Griffith 
Observatory in Los Angeles 
disagrees. John Mosley said 
Halley is properly credited with 
the discovery because of his 
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Elliot Weinstein, M.D.

The president of a local 
ambulance company who was 
recently elected to the governing 
board of the Foothill Fire 
Protection District in Rancho 
Cucamonga has come under fire 
from other board members for 
potentially creating a conflict of 
interest. 

Kurt Latipow said Nov. 14 that 
he would resign as president of 
an ambulance company if he 
thought there was a conflict of 
interest in the company’s 
seeking work in the district. 

Latipow came under fire from 
members of the fire board who 
asked at Thursday’s regular 
meeting if his company was 
ready to withdraw its request to 


be included in the district’s 
rotation of emergency calls now 
that he is about to join the 
board. 

Latipow’s attorney said 
Canyon Medical Services will not 
withdraw its request to share 
emergency calls within the 
district that covers Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Afterward Latipow told the 
board, ‘I will resign from the 
board of directors of Canyon 
Medical if ! have to.” 

The board indicated that it 
would not act on Canyon’s 
request to be included in the 
rotation of emergency calls until 
it has detailed legal opinion on 
Latipow’s situation and the 
status of a county ambulance 
regulation plan. 


Upon questioning from fire 
board members William 
Alexander and Steve Wheatley, 
the fire district’s attorney, 
Eugene Demchuk, said Latipow 
would have to withdraw all 
financial holdings in Canyon if 
he wished to serve on the fire 
board without a conflict of 
interest. 


Latipow was elected to the 
board Nov. 5 and is scheduled to 
officially take office Nov. 29. 


Demchuk said there are two 
issues involved in having a board 
member who is also an officer 
and invester in a company 
seeking permission from the 
board to share business in the 
district.

Lyon Co. 
approval

The William Lyon Co. has 
been given preliminary approval 
of a plan to build another 495 
homes in it’s Victoria planned 
community in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The Planning Commission on 
Nov. 13 approved tentative tract 
maps for two more phases of the 
Victoria planned community. 

Commissioners unanimously 
approved the tract maps and 
declarations that the projects by 
the William Lyon Co. will not 
significantly hurt the area’s 
environment. 

One of the maps contains 220 
single-family home lots on 34.9 
acres designated for low- and 
medium-density housing near 
the intersection of Victoria Park 
Lane and Base Line Road. That 
project is part of the “North 
Lakes” section of Victoria. 

The other map plans 275 
single-family lots on 44.1 acres 
nearby. That property is also 
zoned for low- and medium- 
density development. 

The larger project is the first 
phase of the 852-unit project 
called “‘The Groves” within 
Victoria. 

Both projects are part of a 
planned community that is

City Manager Lauren 
Wasserman said the $2,800 
seminar at the Lions Park 
Community Center should refine 
the public contact skills of the 
90 employees at City Hail.

The cut-stone curbs and walls 
that give parts of Rancho 
Cucamonga a link to the city’s 
past are in danger of being lost 
as development occurs in the 
city, according to local residents 
who want to preserve the 
stonework. 

The city’s Community 
Advisory Commission (CAC) has 
recommended that the city’s 
Historic Preservation 
Commission (HPC) address the 
issue in light of similar 
preservation efforts mounted in 
other cities like Upland and 
Redlands. 

The issue was discussed 
briefly at the Nov. 7 HPC 
meeting and the commission’s 
chairwoman, Melicent Arner, 
said Monday the remaining cut- 
stone curbs and walls will be 
catalogued by a proposed survey 
of historical sites. 

“We definitely need to find out 
how many curbs are remaining 
and the survey will do that for 
us,” Arner said. 

She said the city needs to 
eventually adopt a policy to 
protect the handcrafted curbs 
and walls from the development 
of housing tracts and new 
streets in the area, especially in 
Etiwanda where Arner believes 
the most curbs remain. She said 
some other curbs and walls still 
remain in Alta Loma. 

The issue was first raised two 
months ago at the advisory 
commission by Commissioner 
Jim Banks, an Etiwanda 
resident, whose wife is vice 
chairwoman of the historic 
commission. 


Banks said he is concerned 
that the historic stonework will 
disappear and the city will lose 
an important part of its heritage. 

Arner said that because 
Rancho Cucamonga is on an 
alluvial fan where water from the 
mountains washed large rocks, 
the early settlers of the area had 
an abundance of rocks to make 
walls and curbs. 

She said that near the turn of 
the century Chinese labor was 
used to clear the fields of rocks 
so that the fields could be used 
for vineyards and orchards. 

The rocks were stacked up 
and used by masons to build 
walls and curbs, some of which 
are still standing, Arner said. 

“We need to keep them as 
part of our heritage,” she said. 


Other cities are a little bit 
ahead of Rancho Cucamonga in 
efforts to maintain cut-stone 
curbs, she said. Ontario noted 
the location of historic cut-stone 
structures in a historic survey 
recently completed. 


The HPC heard a report Nov. 7 
that one of its subcommittees 
has completed the 
specifications for a historic 
survey in Rancho Cucamonga 
and is nearly ready to go to the 
City Council for authority to 
submit an application for a state 
grant to fund the survey. 


The survey would include all 
existing and potential sites and 
structures of historic 
significance, Arner said. 


The City Council has agreed to 
look at any historic commission 
proposals for a survey but has 
not yet committed to funding

Tom Selleck, internationally 
noted television and motion 
picture star best known as 
“Magnum, P.I.,” has been named 
national chaiman of the 1985 
Boys Republic Della Robbia 
Christmas Wreath Program. 

His acceptance of the 
chairmanship comes as the

Chaffey College art and 
architecture history professor 
Bob Smith has put together a 
collection of pen and ink 
drawings suitable for framing 
and turned them into a 1986 
calendar called, ‘“Rancho 
Cucamonga Landmarks.” 

The calendar sells for $10 and 
will be available at three local 
stores in time for Christmas 
giving. 

Smith started the series of 
drawings out of a sense of 
nostalgia for the home that he 
and his wife raised their children 
in, which was the historical 
Cherbak house in Alta Loma. 

“It had a lot of romantic 
attachments — back to the land, 
raise the kids out in the woods 
kind of thing,” said Smith. 

After all the children left 
home, the big house seemed too 
big for two. 

“That’s when | decided to 
move back down to town, and 
started drawing these old 
landmark houses,” Smith said. “I 
started my business, Landmark 
Graphics, on that basis.” 

He also did the drawings to let 
all the new people in Rancho 
Cucamonga know what the place 
used to look like, and because 
so many historical structures 
were being torn down in the 
wake of new development. 

“That’s the history around 
here. You wake up one morning 
and it’s gone.” 

One of the things to be lost in 
the building boom was a sense 
of community, Smith said. There 
is no real center for the three 
towns that make up Rancho 
Cucamonga: Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga, and Etiwanda. 

“Now that that’s happened, 
there’s no real hub. People drive 
through and say, ‘where is the 
town?’ People feel a desire for 
roots and other than looking at 
historical drawings and realizing 
it does have a history, it’s real 
hard to find anything. 

“Things are disappearing,” he 
said. “Just a couple of years 
ago, they took down the railroad 
station in Cucamonga.

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Housing relief in offing 


for low-income Uplanders

Relief could be in sight for 
some of Upland’s low-income 
families when federal funding 
comes through for anew 
Housing Authority program. 

The federal Housing and 
Urban Development Department 
(HUD) has selected Upland as 
one of seven housing authorities 
in Southern California to take 
part in its new “scattered” 
housing pilot program, 
according to authority Executive 
Director Xenia Szabo. 

The houses must be located at 
least one city block away from 
one another and they must be 
detatched according to City 
Council guidelines, said Deborah 
LeBlanc, assistant executive 
director. 

The homes will be rented 
without fanfare and are designed 
to take the stigma out of low- 
income housing, Szabo said. 

“Hopefully the houses will be 
maintained so they will not 
stand out,” she said. 

HUD will provide $6.3 million 
over a 30-year period to buy 25 
homes in locations throughout 
the city to rent to low-income 
families. 

The money will go toward 
purchase, maintenance, interest 
and rent subsidies on the 
houses, Szabo said. 

The authority applied for the 
program a year ago, but the 
application was rejected 
because she asked for both one 
to two-bedroom homes and 
larger homes. HUD is only 
interested in funding the “hard 


to house”’ families with three or 
more children in this program, 
she said. 

The authority’s latest 
application for 15 three-bedroom 
homes and 10 four-bedroom 
homes was accepted in 
September. The authority must 
submit an outline by the end of 
December. After that HUD will 
send acontract within six weeks 
to a year. 

“You can’t guess bureaucracy 
and red tape,’”’ Szabo said. 

When the authority gets the 
contract it will have one year to 
find the 25 homes in roughly the 
$70,000 range needing only 
minor rehabilitation. If only some 
of the homes are purchased, 
HUD will retrieve the money for 
the others, she said. 

“It’s going to be tough,” to 
find such inexpensive homes in 
Upland, Szabo admits, but the 
need is there. The authority has 
a waiting list going back five 
years for the larger-bedroom 
homes. There are almost 900 
names on the authority’s waiting 
list for financial housing 
assistance. 

The authority currently 
provides 403 rental assistance 
certificates and houses 97 
families in the Los Olivos project 
on Campus Avenue. 

To help ease the burden, HUD 
has also OK’d 25 more Section 8 
certificates for rental assistance 
and 25 certificates for anew 
program called the voucher 
system. 

The voucher program is 
similar to Section & in that the

fixed rate for a portion of the 
low-income family’s rent based 
on ‘fair market values,’’ Szabo 
said. The difference is that there 
is no ceiling on the rent or the 
portion the family can pay. 

With the Section 8 certificate 
the family must find ahome 
within a specified rental rate and 
must not pay more than 30 
percent of its gross income on 
rent. This is extremely limiting in 
Southern California where 
housing is relatively expensive, 
Szabo said. ’ 


Although she can see 
potential abuse in the voucher 
program with families living 
beyond their means, she says 
there is abuse in any program. 
There are landlords who use the 
current certificate program to 
their advantage, she said. 

“Landlords sometimes 
demand extra money under the 
table,” she said, ‘“‘and the family 
is willing to pay the extra 
because it is still cheaper (than 
renting without Section 8).”’ 


The HUD contract for the 50 
new Section 8 and voucher 
certificates could also take up to 
a year to arrive, Szabo said. 
Those programs will not be 
restricted to Upland residents, 
she added. However, residents 
will be given priority in the 
scattered housing project. 

Because the houses will not 
be on site, the families living in 
them will be selected carefully 
for the 1-year leases. Szabo said 
the authority will strongly 
consider transfers from Los 
Olivos.

HOLLYWOOD — What in the 
world is Hollywood trying to do 
to vampires, give them a bad 
name? 

The movie industry, in its 
infinite wisdom — which is 
comprised in equal parts of 
dearth of new ideas and 
opportunism, of which there is 
never a dearth — has apparently 
decided the time has come to 
acquaint a new generation of 
moviegoers with the grandest 
and most elegant of movie 
monsters, the vampire. 

Hey, there’s nothing wrong 
with the idea, at least on the 
surface. The vampire has always 
been something special, a 
surefire source of shrieks, 
shivers and discreet sexuality. 
After a decade or so of state-of- 
the-art monsters, mostly clumsy, 
indestructible robots, a return to 
traditional vampirism could be a 
sort of frightening joy. 

But something has gone 
dreadfully awry between 
planning and execution. What 
has happened, | suspect, is that 
the vampire genre has been 
entrusted to practitioners who 
have no respect or affection for 
the genre; or, have scant 
knowledge of it; or, are 
enamored of their own 
cleverness; or, all of the above 
and more. 

Within a week, two movies in 
which vampires figure 
prominently have been 
unleashed, in both cases with 
disastrous results. The first was 
“Transylvania 6-5000,” a comedy 
that labors so hard it suffers a 
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Review 


fatal seizure during the opening 
credits. And now comes “Once 
Bitten,” a comedy more juvenile 
than the audience at which it is 
obviously and blatantly aimed 
and, perhaps, one of the very 
rare movies that, by comparison, 
can make “Transylvania 6-5000” 
seem almost like art. 

“Once Bitten” is the oft-told 
Story of an older woman in lust 
with a younger man. Blood lust, 
actually. The woman is called 
Countess, a seductive beauty 
with a problem. If she doesn’t 
soon get a transfusion from a 
young virgin she’s destined to 
begin looking her age, which is 
about 400, give or take a century 
or two. And that would be a 
shame because she currently 
looks terrific. (The Countess is 
played by Lauren Hutton, who is 
in such great shape she could 
well be Jane Fonda’s workout 
coach.) 

Anyhow, the Countess has set 
up housekeeping in aclassy 
mansion, tended to by some of 
her earlier converts to the 
immortal life of a vampire and by

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“There are people, who, for 
some reason that totally escapes 
me, think it should be named 
after the person who sees it 
return,” Mosley said. 

Halley published his 
prediction in 1705, said Griffith 
Observatory astronomical 
lecturer Suzi Gurton. Halley 
aCtually saw the comet during 
its 1682 pass by the earth. 

“He had been calculating the 
past orbits and noticed the one 
he had seen in 1682 had the 
same movement as the one that 
had appeared 75 years before 
that and 75 years before that. 

“He said, ‘these are not 
separate comets, this is the 
same comet.’ They didn’t know 
then that there was any 
regularity to their motions or 
that they came back 
periodically.” 

Lober maintained that Halley 
was somewhat of a ‘second-rate 
operator” in the world of 
astronomy, and said the comet 
was named after him because of 
his association with astronomer, 
scientist, and mathemetician, Sir 
Isaac Newton. 

“Halley didn’t have Newton’s 
stature, although he was much 
more of a political person in 
terms of getting along with 
others,” Lober said, “It’s like 
standing next to a good 
president. Your name comes 
up.” 

Lober called Newton 
“probably the brightest man who 
ever lived. 

“Maybe Halley was a second- 
rate operator, but Newton 
wasn’t.” 

The comet has been around 
since 240 B.C., and may have 
been familiar to man as long ago 
as 10,000 B.C., Lober said. 

Is Halley’s comet an ill omen? 
It depends on one’s point of 
view, Lober said. 

It is true that Halley’s comet 
has heralded many historical 
events, appearing at both the 
birth and death of the great 
writer, Samuel Clemens, 
popularly known as Mark Twain. 
When Jerusalem fell in 69 A.D., 
and when William the Conquerer 
walked all over the Hastings in 
1066 A.D., the comet was there. 
Constantinople fell under the 
light of the comet’s tail in 1453. 

Halley’s is one of only 590 
comets in recorded history. It is 
called a periodic comet because 
it falls into the category of 
comets that appear every 200 
years or less. 

The head of the comet isa 
chunk of ice about 7 miles in 
diameter. The tail of the comet, 
measured at its last appearance 
in 1910, was 96 million miles 
long, Lober said. 

But just like the bad omens 
associated with the comet, the 
size also depends on one’s point 
of view. 

“If you swept up the whole tail 
of the comet, you could put it in 
a suitcase,” Lober said. 

The tail is made of ammonia 


and menthane gases, and picks 
up dust as it passes through the 
universe, Lober said. 

Aside from their role as 
cosmic dustrags, comets do 
something else unusual. The ice 
in the head is changed to gas as 
it passes the sun without going 
through a liquid stage, Lober 
said. 

Although there is a lot of 
hoopla surrounding the 
appearance of the comet, 
today’s yuppies may have a 
better chance of viewing it when

they are centenarians, 76 years 
from now. 

“ve seen a lot of comets, and 
this will not be a good viewing,” 
Lober said. 

The comet is making another 
appearance this winter, and will 
be visible for the next two weeks 
with binoculars on the southern 
horizon just to the right of the 
Pleiades, a cluster of 250 stars 


_ otherwise known as the Seven 


Sisters, in the constellation of 
Taurus. 
Two weeks from now the 


comet will be visible with the 
naked eye, although there have 
already been several naked-eye 
sightings since the comet 
starting moving toward the earth 
in October. 

Telescopes are set up at 
Griffith Observatory to view the 
comet from 7 to midnight as 
long as its clear, at no cost. 

“If there’s any haze, the comet 
will not be bright enough to 
see,” Gurton said. “We have 
additional telescopes set up on 
the lawn and the roof. 


Lober provided the following 
list of appearance times based 
on data in the October issue of 
“Astronomy” magazine. 

Gomet stalkers should catch it 
before the earth swings behind 
the sun in February. The tail will 
start to form in the first two 
weeks of December. A good time 
to grab a peek at it would be 
Dec. 12-15. 

From Jan. 1-25, 1986, the 
comet will set six minutes earlier 
each evening. The comet sets

All trucks carrying flammable/ 
combustible materials or waste 
or explosive haulers must 
submit to mandatory annual 
inspections. Ten inspectors 
cover the Inland Empire division, 
covering 35,000 square miles, 
Haldreth said. 

Haldreth said the inspections 
are conducted on the truck 
owner’s private property, 
although spot checks at federal 
highway scales do occur. 

CHP Sgt. Nelson Brown is San 
Bernardino County’s coordinator 
for emergency incidents. 

Brown said his office recently 
received a bulletin saying San 
Bernardino County has seena 
drastic increase in the number of 
illegal hazardous dumpings 
since the BKK Landfill Co. in 
West Covina was ordered by the 
state to stop accepting 
hazardous wastes. 

‘“‘We’ve had more instances of 
leakage, spillage and dumping 
since then. I’m not sure of the 
figure, but there’s something 
like 2 million gallons of 
flammable or hazardous 
materials including gas 
transported in the county,” 
Brown said. 

Unless the CHP has probable 
cause to stop a truck, the 
officers’ hands are tied. Brown 
Said if an officer sees a truck 
which appears to have some 
type of violation, he can stop it. 

“There’s no real danger having 
these trucks carry these 
materials except when there’s 
traffic accidents. Lots of our 
accidents involve hazardous 
materials,” he said.

First, a conflict of interest 
would arise anytime the board 
discussed ambulance issues 
unless Latipow disqualifies 
himself from participating in 
discussion and action on the 
issue. 

But even then, Demchuk said 
state law prevents the fire board 
from entering into business with 
a director. He said sucha 
business arrangement would be 
“illegal and void.” 

Wheatley agreed, saying, “‘i 
would be uncomfortable giving 
any member of the board 
business.” 

Latipow’s attorney, Michael 
Leight, argued that the fire 
district isn’t doing any business 
with Canyon. “You are not going 
to pay any money to Canyon,” he 
said. 

But Wheatley said that the 
board would be giving business 
to any firm it agrees to include in 
the rotation of emergency calls. 

Latipow said he was prepared 
for the question of conflict of 
interest to be raised, adding that 
he had secured an attorney’s 
opinion on his standing before 
he filed papers for election to 
the board. 

He said he thought his 
company’s request to be 
included in the rotation would 
have been acted on by now so 
that he would not be a part of it. 
“Obviously it’s dragged on for 
whatever reason,” he said. 
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He told the board that he does 
not think his membership on the 
board would be a conflict of 
interest because the board 
would be sharing the emergency 
calls between two companies so 
it is not as if Canyon was shown 
favoritism. 

But Demchuk maintained that 
there could be no financial 
benefit to Latipow through the 
board’s decision on Canyon. 

Rancho Cucamonga City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman 
suggested that the fire district 
contact the state’s Fair Political 
Practices Commission for 
Clarification on the issues. 

Meanwhile, Latipow said that 
if he had to withdraw his 
involvement in Canyon, the 
president of the fire board, John 
Lyons, should have to withdraw 
from the board’s ambulance 
committee while Lyons is named 
in alawsuit by Canyon. 

As a result, Lyons agreed to 
give up his committee 
assignment to Wheatley 
although he said that he does 
not see any conflict in making 
recommendations on Canyon’s 
application for rotation at the 
same time he is fighting a 
lawsuit by the ambulance 
company. 

The lawsuit filed in May 
alleges that Lyons libeled 
Canyon in a letter on the 
ambulance company sent to 
officials in Montclair.

Canyon began operation in 
Upland last year. 

At the end of two hours of 
debate, the fire board agreed to 
ask its attorney to meet with the 
county’s attorney to determine 
whether Pettersen has the 
authority to implement a plan 
that supercedes local control of 
ambulances. 


Pettersen said the plan is 
authorized by state law and is 
aimed at creating a 
comprehensive plan covering the 
whole county rather than 
allowing chaos to occur with 
each city approving its own, 
different regulations. 


He said the plan, which has 
been given tentative approval by 
the state, is set for a Dec. 12 
public hearing before the 
county’s Emergency Medical 
Care Committee (EMCC), which 
will then recommend its final 
form to Pettersen, who has final 
say. § 


Pettersen said that once the 
plan is finalized, his office will 
ut out a request for proposal for 
imbulance companies to apply 
.\0 Serve the Rancho Cucamonga- 
Upland service area. 


The companies’ responses 
will be screened for a 
recommendation by the EMCC 
and then Pettersen will make a 
final determination. 

“We haven’t done the 


complete analysis to see if this 
area will benefit from having two 
providers or one or three or 
whatever,” Pettersen said. 
When told that the city of 
Rancho Cucamonga recently 


adopted its own regulations and 


selection process for ambulance 
service, Pettersen said present 
law “tends to give authority to 
the county (for ambulance 
regulation) and ignores the city. 


“The point is, if you have the 
city operating (regulations) 
independently, how can you 
have a comprehensive plan,” 
Pettersen said. 


But he said the city and fire 
district’s input will be 
considered by the EMCC if there 
are problems with the county 
plan after it is implemented. 

“The county plan can adapt to 
the way cities do business,” he 
said. 


When asked by fire board 
member Steve Wheatley if the 
county, therefore, will tell the 
city and fire district which 
ambulance company to call, 
Pettersen responded, ‘“‘yes.” 


Wheatley reminded those in 
the packed board room that 
Rancho Cucamonga 
incorporated to gain local 
control of vital issues.

agreed to ban the sale of 
sparklers, limit the discharge of 
fireworks to the 24 hours of July 
4 and pay the fire district 212 
percent of the gross income 
from operating fire booths. 

The period for selling “safe 
and sane”’ fireworks was 
reduced to the period from noon 
June 30 to 12:01 a.m. July 5. 

The fees will be used to offset 
the district’s additional costs in 
being on alert during the July 4 
holiday. 

“We feel that it is a fair and 
equitable proposal,” said 
Chamber President Jim 
Hampton. 

Fire board members including 
William Alexander and Steve 
Wheatley agreed that the 
compromise was fair. 

But Wheatley joined board 
member Kevin Eggleston in 
warning the service club 
representatives present that they 
should begin looking for 
alternative fund-raising methods 
because “eventually and 
inevitably” all fireworks will 
someday be banned in the city. 

Eggleston stuck with his hard- 
line position that the only way to 
substantially alleviate the 
problem of fireworks-caused 
injuries and damage is to ban 
“safe and sane” fireworks. 

But he agreed to the 
compromise saying, the board 
will have to consider a ban in the 
future. 

Board member Pete Amodt 
said the fire district should 
review the effect of the 
compromise after the July 4 
holiday to see if a total ban is 
needed. 

Eggleston and Wheatley were 
picked to write the letter making 
the recommendation to the City 
Council. 

The City Council will have 
final say on how fireworks will 
be regulated.

The symptoms began to 
appear as early as her teens, 
robbing some of the spring and 
resilience from legs that had 
marched Jennifer Lewis right 
onto the high-school drill team. 
Nothing serious, she surmised. 
Just temporary pain on her 
parade. 


But when the discomfort 
persisted into adulthood, Lewis 
was slowed to a survival shuffle. 
And the diagnoses began to 
come in: Phlebitis, said one 
doctor, pointing to the swelling 
in her veins. 


Lupus, said another, citing 
some lesions in the skin. 


Then came the question of 
rheumatoid arthritis. ““You’re too 
young,” insisted still another 
physician. Too young to suffer 
from a disease that we have 
come to associate only with the 
old. 


Finally, at 29, nine years ago, 
Lewis was told unequivocally 
that she had arthritis. 
Rheumatoid arthritis — which 
causes inflammation of joints, 
pain and disability. 


“At the time,” said Lewis, ‘“‘I 
didn’t know what it was. | had no 
idea it caused deformity, or that 
it would change my lifestyle. | 
thought | would take aspirin, and 
that would end it.” 


Today, she takes three 


different kinds of medications at 
least once a day; medications 
that are not without their side 
effects. And she looks back on 
her younger years and suspects 
that aching in her knees was 
more than growing pains. 


It was arthritis. 


Arthritis — a disease affecting 
one in seven Americans and one 
in four American families — is 
more widespread than some 
physicians of a decade ago 
believed. It is now known that 
women between the ages of 24 
and 45 are the most common 
sufferers of rheumatoid arthritis, 
said Lewis. 


And an estimated 250,000 
children in this country may have 
some form of arthritis, according 
to the Arthritis Foundation. 


“We call childhood arthritis 
juvenile rheumatoid arthritis,” 
said Lewis, ‘‘but it is different 
from rheumatoid arthritis. It 
strikes the very, very young. 
Most of them are able to 
overcome it later in their teens, 
but many suffer such severe 
damage when they’re young that 
it affects their whole life. 

“For a kid in school, it’s 
terrible. The social impacts, the 
impacts on the kid’s self-esteem 
and confidence can be 
devastating.” 

The trauma of childhood 
arthritis is such that the Arthritis 
Foundation provides support 
groups for parents and patients. 

In addition to the children who 
suffer from the disease, 
teenagers and young adults 
endure their share of arthritic

yes, Mark and the Countess. 
Well, they finally get together in 
a singles bar — yet another 
sidesplitting scene with Mark 
and his two even more nerdish 
buddies telephoning around to 
various tables, trying to set 
something up — and the 
Countess is soon enough biting 
the buttons off of his shirt, en 
route to his thigh, from which 
she’ll make her first withdrawal. 


With each bloodletting 
episode, Mark undergoes radical 
changes, just about exclusively 
restricted to appearance since 
neither the writers nor the actor 
are capable of much else. 


But before the Countess can 
sink her fangs into Mark for the 
fatal third time, Robin decides to 
fight for her man and challenges 
the Countess in a contemporary 
arena, a dance floor. 
Accompanied by what might be 
the Sumo corps de ballet , they 
gyrate through a number that 
more than makes up for in 
dumbness what it lacks in 
torridness. It’s known as — 
could be the epitome of — 
padding a screenplay. 

After some more sniggering 


jokes about sex, hetero and 
homo, the good guys, such as 
they are, risk all in a showdown 
at the mansion with the 
Countess and her cohorts. No 
one, of course, could maintain 
the quality of the earlier scenes 
at the drive-in and on the dance 
floor, so the finale comes across 
as a little flat by comparison. A 
little flat and much too late. 
There is about the entire 
production — acting, most 
definitely writing, and the 
pedestrian directing by Howard 
Storm — something amateurish 
about “Once Bitten.” Something 
irritating, too, such as the way it 
panders to young audiences, not 
to mention the disservice it does 
to one of movies’ most reliable 
monsters, the vampire. Such 
parodies are best left to 
someone who knows what he’s 
doing and knows and respects 
his subject, such as George 
Hamilton who did it earlier and 
infinitely better with “Love at 
First Bite.” The perpetrators of 
“Once Bitten” apparently don’t 
know much, but their lack of 
knowledge pales beside their 
lack of respect and affection. 
“Once Bitten” is rated PG-13. 





pain despite the continuing 
advancements in therapy and 
medication.

And 
a drug that works for you may 
not work for me. You have to 
bounce around to find out what 
is best — what is most potent 
with the least toxicity.” 

While the Arthritis Foundation 
sponsors exercise programs 
promoting range of motion 
exercises in water and on land, 
such movements can only retard 
the disease. They never prevent 
and rarely, if ever, reverse it, said

Its real impact is 
outside of work. With a desk job, 
I’m able to function during the 
day.” 

For Lewis, mornings are the 
worst times of the day. There are 
days when getting dressed is an 
ordeal, when she can hardly 
brush her teeth, lift her arm, dry 
her hair. 

“If | relax a lot in the evening, | 
may get stiff then, too.” 

In addition to her job as 
manager of investor relations

Lewis decided to volunteer her 
services to the Arthritis 
Foundation.
